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Conservation Group 
On ‘Treadmill’ Due 
To Town’s Growth

The generous amount of new construc- 
tion, both residential and industrial, that 
‘keeps the Andover Planning Board busy 
reviewing proposals for new devel 
opments month after month is keeping 
the Conservation Commission just as 
busy, the selectmen learned last week 

Conservation Commission Chairman 
Robert Pustell, meeting with the select 
men last Monday night, said his commis 
sion finds itself on ‘‘a_ constant 
treadmill,”’ spending at least 90 percent 
of its time enforcing the state Wetlands 
Protection Act 

The commission is charged with mak 
ing sure that new developments will not 
endanger the town’s wetlands ;’when nec- 
essary, the commission issues an order 
of conditions, tailored to each site, that 
the developer must follow to protect the 
wetlands during construc tion, and after 

As more and more developers presen 
Andover with plans for sites that would 


border on wetlands and/or includ 
large wetlands areas within its bounda 


ries the conservation commission 
spends more and more of its time work- 
ing with those developers 

‘The Wetlands Protection Act 
m all developments,” Pustell explained 
and.enforcing it is ‘‘a mechanical 
istic kind of activity’’ that now consume; 
most of the commission’s attention 

Just as the planning board has often 
indicated that they would like to spend 
fewer meetings looking at subdivision 
plans and more meetings plotting And- 
over’s future, the conservationists would 
like to devote less time to new devel- 
opments, and more to protecting the 
town’s stock of open space 

‘“‘We would like to spend more time 
working on the environment of the town 
and its preservation,”’ the chairman told 
the board. At the moment, however, the 
commissioners can spare no more than 
five to ten percent of their attention for 
preservation, he said.

The Department of Community Services Sum- 
mer Concert Series begins this evening in Cen- 
tral Park at 6:30 p.m. The eight-week series will 
present a wide variety of musical styles 
throughout the summer. 

Tonight’s kickoff concert focuses on the Inde- 
pendence Day festivities with American folk 
musicians Jeff Warner and Jeff Davis. They 
have become synonymous with American tradi- 
tional music. Their programs focus attention on 
the humor, history and hardships of America’s 
past generations. 

Warner and Davis have traveled to North Car- 
olina to learn the old mountain ballads, to Utah 
for cowboy songs and to Nova Scotia for early 
fiddle tunes. They also perform songs from the 
Anne and Frank Warner collection, gathered 
from rural American singers on the eastern sea- 
board since 1938. 

Warner and Davis have a repertory of 400 tra- 
ditional tunes ranging from sea chanties to Ap- 
palachian Mountain ballads. between the two, 
they play the banjo, guitar, fiddle, concertina, 
mandolin, bones, dulcimer, jew’s harp and the 


spoons. 

According to David, the simplest definition of 
traditional music is ‘‘old music that working 
people have played that is generally translated 
by word of mouth and whose source and author 
is not generally known.” 

The duo sees its role as preserving the music 
of America and presenting it in much the same 
manner it would have been heard 100 or 200 
years ago on tall ships or around backwoods 
shacks. 

Warner’s late father, Frank, was one of the 
best-known collectors of traditional music (he 
was the original collector of the ballad “Tom 
Dooley,”” made famous by the Kingston Trio) 
spending 40 years traversing the eastern sea- 
board recording native musicians. His son and 
Davis have continued this tradition. 

In the event of rain, the concert will be held in 
the Doherty Junior High School auditorium. 

This concert was funded in part by a grant 
from Raytheon and the Massachusetts Council 
on the Arts and Humanities through the New 
England Fondation for the Arts.

_ Town Dumpsters Being Used 
Illegally By General Public 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


If you sometimes think it’s more con- 
venient to dump your trash in a down- 
town dumpster than to wait for trash day 
in your own neighborhood, think again: 
private use of town-owned dumpsters is 
illegal in Andover, and lawbreakers may 
be fined up to $200. 

Illegal dumping in town dumpsters has 
been creating a messy problem for the 
Municipal Maintenance department, 
according to Parks and Grounds Super- 
intendent James Bamford. Town offi- 
cials, he said, are, therefore, ready to 
step up enforcement of the bylaw that 
prohibits dumping in any street or public 
place. 

Bamford told the TOWNSMAN this 
week that violators — who are in effect 
stealing the services of the town’s rub- 
bish collection contractor may soon 
find themselves in court, facing fines of 
ibout $50 to a maximum of $200 

Andover maintains dumpsters in about 
15 locations, he explained, including eact 
of the public schools, Recreation Park 
and Pomp’s Pond 
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The dumpsters are used for routine 
rubbish disposal by the town and 
schools: behind Doherty Junior High, for 
instance, three dumpsters serve the ju- 
nior high, as well as all town and school 
offices in the Bartlet/Whittier Street of- 
fice building. : 

Waste Management of Boston North, 
the same firm that makes residentia! 
trash pick-ups every week, contracts 
with the town to empty the dumpsters, 
the superintendent said. Some are emp- 
tied once a week and others are emptied 
more frequently, as many as six times 
per week 

Bamford contends that it’s easy to see 
that someone other than town and schoo 
custodians are filling the dumpsters on 
regular basis. 

Dumpsters that are only partly-filled 
even nearly empty, on a Friday af- 
ternoon are somehow overflowing by 
Monday morning even though no 
‘leaning is done in town offices over the 
weekend 

That leads to weekend messes, he ex- 
plained, with trash piling up on the 
ground around the dumpsters and, inevi- 
tably, blowing around school parking lots 
and playing fields.

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West Andover Group Stays 
Attentive To Town Concerns 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


A neighborhood organization that was 
formed to oppose one town meeting arti- 
cle this spring has not disbanded, but is, 
in fact, still growing and broadening its 
areas of concern, according to the 
group’s president. 

The West Andover Neighborhood Asso- 
ciation — most often referred to as 
WANA — has enlisted 400 to 500 West 
Andover families as members, WANA 
President Robert Merrill of Cross Street 
recently told the TOWNSMAN. 

Merrill added that the neighborhood 
group is now turning its attention to such 
town-wide concerns as watershed protec- 
tion and Central Business District (CBD) 
planning. 

WANA was born last winter, when ap- 
proximately 250 West Andover residents 
— many of them from the Cross Street 
area — came together to oppose plans 
for a recreation center and ice rink that 
had been proposed for a Cross Street site 
controlled by the School Committee. The 
Ristuccia family of Andover had offered 
to build the center as a gift to the town 

(That proposal never made it to the 
floor of annual town meeting, as original- 
ly intended, but was withdrawn before 
the April session began. However, on pe- 
tition of West Andover neighbors, the 
meeting voted to reserve 70 acres of the 
total 107-acre site as conservation land. ) 

With town meeting and the entire 
Cross Street issue behind it, WANA ha: 
continued to operate, taking its place be 
side such long-established Andover 
neighborhood groups as the Ballardvale 
Village Improvement Society and the 
Friends of Shawsheen. 

The organization holds regular month- 
ly meetings, Merrill said (convening at 


7:30 p.m. on the second Thursday of each 
month at the Lowell Street water treat- 
ment plant), and has members observ- 
ing selectmen’s and Planning Board 
meetings ‘‘on a regular basis.” 

One of WANA’s major concerns is pro- 
tection of the town’s groundwater sup- 
ply, the president said. The group would 
like to see “the whole water district 
mapped out and defined,” the president 
said, as the first step toward “tightening 
up town ordinances”’ that would offer the 
watershed areas greater security. 

(The selectmen and planning board 
have also identified watershed protec- 
tion as among their highest priorities for 
the current year. ) 

In addition, the neighborhood associa- 
tion ‘expects to be deeply involved in 
Central Business District planning,”’ 
Merrill said 

With planning officials now studying 
the CBD, the West Andover group sees 
‘a potential for breaking the old barrier 
of keeping all commercial activity in 
downtown Andover’ — and they oppose 
any thought of ‘‘commercialization’’ in 
their area, he noted. 

“We're concerned about traffic and 
safety on River Road,” the president ex- 
plained. ‘‘We know there’s a lot more de- 
velopment coming out there,” and the 
prospect of adding shopping traffic to the 
roadway doesn’t appea! to West Andover 
residents

Somehow or other it would seem a reasonable 
explanation should be made to Andover residents 
and taxpayers regarding municipal management 
practices as exercised here. 

Having commented a few weeks ago on the im- 
plementation of fees to allow the former sanitary 
landfill site to extend hours, it seems necessary 
to once again interject some thoughts regarding 
Andover taxes, services-user fees, etc. 

This past week selectmen voted to maintain the

Andover corporations, which already pay a 
healthy amount to be residents here, and will pay 
plenty for water and sewer charges when they 
increase in January, should not have to be ap- 
proached for the town’s special projects. Any cor- 
porate funding by such organizations should be 
applied to charitable or educational endeavors as 
is customary. . 

And, as for the residents of the town, it seems 
about time they got a break and were provided 
with a little service or even a smidgeon of tax 


departments off the tax roles. 

During the same session, selectmen were in- 
formed of progress on reuse of the former town 
hall on Main street. As Town Manager Kenneth 
Mahony reviewed the activity, another tax sav- 
ing scheme was introduced, one that is becoming 
more and more popular among Andover official- 
dom.

The town pays for this 
rubbish collection service), and if some- 
one who isn’t paying for it uses it, they’re 
stealing a service from the people of 
Andover.” 


Townspeople are cheated by the illegal 
use of dumpsters in more ways than one, 
Bamford noted. Those who rent Recre- 
ation Park for a day-long event may find 
the dumpsters too full to use when it’s 
cleanup time; those who pay fees to us¢ 
school athletic fields during weekends 
may find them strewn with ‘‘paper and

bikes “‘a marginal nuisance’’ at the mo- 
ment, but added that ‘‘at times we worry 
about them.”’ 

Andover should continue to acquire 
more open space, Pustell indicated, to 
protect its watershed and wetlands. 
‘There are still a lot of crucial areas,” 
he said, ‘‘and the sooner we buy the land, 
the less expensive it is.”’ 

But the commission’s overworked 
staff, part of the Community Devel- 
opment and Planning department, is too 
busy dealing with developers to nego- 
tiate for land, he said. 

For that reason, Town Manager Ken- 
neth Mahony has ‘‘taken over the nego- 
tiating role,’’ Mahony told the board. He 
said that he is currently negotiating for 


three parcels of potential open space, 
and added that the negotiations were 
“proceeding quite well as this point.” 

(Any purchase of land for conservation 
purposes must be approved by a town 
meeting vote.
